OUR BEGINNING IN FORESTRY 


We wish to record here our beginning in the care of our 
town forests and also our first attempt at reforesting cut over 
land. Within the year, the selectmen have had all hardwood 
and inferior pine growth removed from several acres of the 
land near the town hall, on the west side of the Greenland 
road. It is hoped that the good work may be continued, 
which will give us a beautiful park and playground, a credit 
to the town. 

At the 1915 March meeting, Representative Simes Frink, 
through the moderator, stated that he would be glad to help 
out on some public improvement that would be more lasting 
than the usual representative supper, and asked for sugges- 
tions. 

Various suggestions were made, but he followed one that 
he furnish the town some small pine trees to be set out on the 
tract of land adjacent to the **Old Parsonage” lot, where the 
town sold some pine growth to John Walker, of Newmarket, 
in 1912. Mr. Frink purchased 8,000 pines, two-year-old 
transplants, from the state forestry commission, and paid part 
of the expense of a man from the department to start us right 
in setting them out. 


‘ 
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We burned the ‘‘slash” on the six or seven acres and used 
our best endeavors to do a good job. From the appearance 
of the trees last fall we believe we succeeded very well. We 
wish to thank Mr. Frink for what we consider a very practi- 
cal and nice thing to do. May the trees live long and flourish, 
and may Mr. Frink do likewise.

School Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Newington— 5 


We herewith submit the annual report of the Newington 
School Board. 

We feel that our schools have had a successful year. 

Our teachers, Miss Eunice E. Ransom and Miss Abbie 
N. Frink, have rendered efficient service and we take this op- 
portunity to thank them for their faithful and hearty co-oper- 
ation in the school work. 

Our Superintendent, Mr. Carl Cotton, is a man interested 
in his work and has rendered good service. 

Miss Lucy M. Hoyt has had charge of the music with the 
usual excellent results. 

Work in manual training and domestic science has been 
carried on successfully. 

The water service has been extended to the primary room 
and has been a great convenience to the little ones and their 
teacher. 

A hot lunch movement has been started and while it has 
been somewhat of an experiment we believe that it is some- 
thing worth while.

Superintendent’s Report 


Zo the School Board of Newington :— 


There are so many topics essential for consideration in 
this report that it has been necessary to make statements as 
briefly as possible consistent with clearness. The writer will 
be glad to talk fully, at any time, on matters which pertain to 
to the schools with parents or citizens. 

The customary good attendance held throughout the year. 
The attendance last fall was the highest in the records of the 
district for any one term, while the attendance for the whole 
of last year equalled that of any previous year. Our teachers 
are to be congratulated in this particular. A high average 
attendance is anunfailing indicator of good work in the school 
room. 

Our present school system is based upon an elementary 
school course of eight years and a high school course of four 
years. Thissystem is now regarded defective, in many ways, 
owing to the bad adjustments of the child to the work at about 
the fifth grade. Our school system is now organized upon 
the plan that knowledge constitutes the basis of school work. 
The basis which we should organize our school work upon its 
that of developing, to the full extent and in the right manner, 
those instincts and impulses which are in the children of this 
age. Much of the knowledge which we have sought to im- 
part may be purchased in the form of handy manuals, diction- 
aries, atlases, trade papers, etc., in better form and more com- 
prehensively arranged for a small price than the present 
methods of our schools may hope to develop. 

The child longs for a wider vision of the activities of the 
world and desires an opportunity to have the whole field of 
human knowledge in its elements presented to him. This 
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calls for a change in our present curriculum which will give 
the child the opportunity to branch out, about the age of twelve, 
as nature directs him to, and investigate a wide range of 
subjects. 

Mathematics, sciences, foreign languages, household arts, 
manual training and local industries should receive their treat- 
ment at this period. At this time the largest number of our 
pupils drop out of school. Many pupils, also, find it difficult 
to adapt themselves to the wide difference which exists be- 
tween the high school and the grammar school as it is now 
organized. A rearrangement of the program should result in 
a better articulation between the high school and the elementa- 
ry school. It has already been demonstrated in places where 
the schools have been reorganized to meet the above and other 
local conditions that more pupils are held in school for a 
longer period of time. 

The plan is to divide our grades into three groups instead 
of two as at present. One group, the high school, comprising 
the tenth, eleventh and twelfth grades only; the second group 
which is usually known as the junior high school, consisting 
of the seventh, eighth and ninth grades only; and a third 
group of schools, the elementary schools proper, comprising 
the schools of the first six grades. A new Elementary State 
School Program, based upon this plan is already in the hands 
of the printer. 

It is desirable that a change of this character should not 
be made abruptly. In the course of two years it would be 
possible to organize our elementary schools upon a six year 
basis. At this point it is obviously appropriate for the school 
board to consider seriously whether or not the economic in- 
terests of the town as well as the best interests of the children 
might be best served by a junior high school. 

In the earlier grades much reading has been done, not 
only for the purpose of expression, but for giving the child 
the power to acquire the thought from the printed page. 
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Reading material has been added as fast as is consistent with 
a proper choice. Demand for more reading has been created 
by cultivating the natural interest which the child has in read- 
ing much subject matter in the story form. Much care has 
been exercised in the selection of these texts. 

In the middle grades, while more emphasis has been given 
to expression, facility in rapid and accurate silent reading is 
sought. Tests in reading have been conducted, not for the 
sole purpose of disclosing the merit of each individual pupil, 
but to disclose to both teacher and pupil the power the mind 
has to grasp and retain large quantities of reading matter in a 
limited amount of time. 

These tests, also, demonstrate to the teacher the varying 
capacities of the pupils. They enable her to locate the chil- 
dren who need individual attention. In classes which are not 
too large, much individual attention may be given to each 
child so that the pupil of average ability does not receive all 
of the teacher’s time, but a proper proportion of her 
time may be devoted to the brighter pupils and to those who 
are not so rapid in ability. 

In the upper grades supplementary reading has been sup- 
plied which is not over literary in character. A type of 
‘reading matter which appeals in interest to the pupils of this 
age and which reflects the best thought in literature, history, 
science and art, has been selected. 

In writing, painstaking and careful work has been done 
by our teachers. The development of a rational method of 
teaching the subject has been the aim. The pupil is required 
to make a conscious effort to produce a good style of hand- 
writing at all times, as well as during the writing period. 
Careful measurements were made in this subject twice last year. 
A good amount of improvement was apparent. 

Arithmetic has been attacked from two points of view. 
Quick and accurate work in the use of the fundamental facts 
and processes, andthe development of reasoning in connection 
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with problems which have utilitarian values. Definite stand- 
ards have been established for attainment of facility in the use 
of fundamental facts. Tests have been made which show 
where the individual weaknesses are located. Proper remedies 
are applied to those cases which require individual attention. 
When a pupil has attained a certain maximum proficiency in 
the use of fundamentals, he is simply held to this standard and 
required to devote a larger portion of his time to work in the 
rational use of number. 

The qualily of our teaching from a pedantic point of 
view is all that we may reasonably desire. The value, how- 
ever, of our teaching ought to be judged by its expression in 
terms of living. The subjects of our curriculum are, and 
have been during the history of education, constantly chang- 
ing. The adjustment to living conditions does not change 
materially, except as man changes the conditions of living 
himself. Hence it is of the utmost importance that we as 
teachers should attend to the matter of securing a proper 
set of habits, which will adapt our children to proper living 
conditions, rather than the development of a large amount 
abstraction with but little reference to its application in life. 
‘Let us strive to produce responsiveness of thought and action 
which will serve well in the struggle for existence. 

A hot lunch at noon has been a step in this direction. 
Not only does a hot dish of food at noon serve to supplement 
and vitalize the noon lunch but there is, also, produced group 
action of a valuable kind. Cooking, washing dishes and 
serving are activities which require organization and distribu- 
tion of work upon a practical basis. Community living is 
thus exemplified. The child is taught a valuable lesson in 
the art of living. , 

There seems to be a delusion on the part of some in 
which evil is accepted as good and is idealized by the child. . 
Fortunately, goodness tends to survive while evil is self-anni- 
hilating. This rule will not hold unless the adult life of the 
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community adjusts itself properly to the situation. The pro- 
hibition of the specific acts of the child by the adult is not 
sufficient. The parent should take the pains to inspire the 
child (by example preferably) to substitute some good deed 
in place of the wrongful act committed. The situation calls 
for a strong spirit of leadership for the right. It calls for us 
to set our faces firmly against wrong-doing in the community. 
This means the development of a spirit of consideration for 
the rights of others, habits of politeness and an attitude of 
respect towards superiors. No man mav expect to be truly 
great or successful without these qualities. 

The conduct of the music course is noteworthy. The 
individual interest which is taken in each pupil is a praise- 
worthy phase of her work. Many good singers have been 
made of those who started out as monotones.. Work of this 
character is particularly desirable for the type of schools 
which we have in this district. Music has become fixed ip 
the course of study because it tends to produce a keener ap- 
preciation of life through a finer discrimination of the sound 
sense and its expression. One who lacks a musical training 
readily perceives the necessity of music in the course of study. 

The cordial cooperation of all members of the school 
board has been much appreciated.
